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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art— because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 

2. The drawings are objected to because in figure 19, "502" should be —510— (see 
paragraph 85, line 2). 

3. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

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Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
In paragraph 2, line 7, "merger" should be -merge--. 

It appears that paragraphs [0031]-[0036] are directed to a "Summary of the Invention". 
Applicant should move these paragraphs to a separate "Summary of the Invention" section 
before the "Brief Description of the Drawings". 

In paragraph 32, line 3, "n" should be -in-. 

In paragraph 40, line 2, "109" should be -209-. 

In paragraph 44, line 6, "100" should be -200-. 

In paragraph 46, line 1, "309" should be —209— (both instances). 

In paragraph 50, line 5, "104" should be -204-. 

In paragraph 56, line 3, "operation" should be —instruction—. 

In paragraph 67, lines 1-2, "are into" is unclear. Is a word or words missing from the 
sentence? 

In paragraph 74, line 3, appendices A and B are referred to, however there are no 
appendices in the present application. 

In paragraph 75, line 8, "520" should be -500-. 

In paragraph 80, line 6, —at process block 438- should be added after "device". 
In paragraph 81, line 8, —at process block 456— should be added after "selected". 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

5. Claims 3-7, 13-17, and 21-27 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 3, line 1, "data elements" should be —a data element--. 

In claim 4, line 1, "data elements" should be —a data element--. 

In claim 7, line 1, "1" should be ~2~. 

In claim 7, line 1, ~a- should be added before "destination". 

In claim 13, lines 1-2, "data elements" should be -a data element--. 

In claim 14, lines 1-2, "data elements" should be -a data element—. 

In claim 17, line 1, "1 1" should be -12-. 

In claim 17, line 2, —a— should be added before "destination". 

In claim 21, line 6, —that— should be added before "are". 

In claim 24, line 1, —the— should be added before "instruction" 

In claim 25, line 1, —the— should be added before "instruction". 

In claim 27, line 2, "a n" should be --an--. 

All dependent claims are objected to as having the same deficiencies as the claims they 
depend from. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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7. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

It is not clear in the specification where Applicant teaches how plural "randomly located" 
data is accessed from the source memory device in response to a single multiple-data load 
instruction. The Examiner notes Applicant's definition of "randomly located data" at paragraph 
31, lines 5-6, however there is no apparent discussion of how to access multiple data that is 
located non-contiguous ly and with no definite pattern in response to a single instruction. 

8. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

It is not clear from the specification how multiple randomly located data can be accessed 
from a memory device in response to a single multiple-data load instruction.
